Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that prior art does not teach a medical waste treatment 
apparatus including the combination of a combustion chamber, having a fuel 
burning means, and is separate from the chamber in which the medical waste is 
processed and produces a superheater water vapor which is fed to the 
processing chamber of the medical waste, while the fuel burning means feeds 
combustion gas to a jacket that surrounds the processing chamber .
